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Headmaster's Message 


After six years as Headmaster of Stanstead College, it is 
important to take a few moments to stop and reflect. Like 
the graduating students, I am also moving on to new 
challenges - returning to my roots in Montreal, where I 
grew up, to become the seventh Headmaster of Lower 
Canada College. When thinking about the past six years 
here, so much comes to mind. We have worked together to 
enhance facilities: residences, classrooms and rebuilding 
the Student Centre after a fire in the dead of winter in 200 1 . 

On the programme side, new initiatives have flourished 
under capable faculty leadership: community service, the 
wireless laptop learning programme (ELP) and a broader 
world view through membership in the Round Square (RS) 
international association of schools. All of this is important 
as the framework for learning and growth. However, what 
I really see most clearly in my mind’s eye are the faces of 
all the students who have passed through our gates because 
they are the reason we exist as a school - our raison d’etre. 

When asked to pose for a parting photograph for this issue 
of the Red & White, I did not want a formal portrait but 
preferred to have some students accompany me. Late this 
spring we gathered by one of the lovely leafy maple trees 
near Bugbee House. Each of the students with me has embraced various dimensions of our programme well beyond 
the walls of the classroom. I believe that for teenagers to really grow and discover their true character and personal 
potential, they need to be challenged beyond the classroom by meaningful experiences. This is fundamental to the 
ethos of Stanstead College. Full involvement is expected of students and ideally, self-discovery emerges through a 
host of different opportunities. The students on this photo represent a wide array of experiential learning now part 
of school life. Two girls are Round Square exchange students (from Australia and India) and each brought unique 
perspectives to residential life. Two of the students represented SC at the annual RS Conference at Deerfield Academy 
in Massachusetts last fall. Several of these students were contributors to significant “firsts” this year - our first ever 
international outreach project building homes with Habitat for Humanity in Mexico, and a unique student exchange 
with Inuit students from Arviat, a Canadian Arctic community in Nunavut. Still other students in the photo were 
leaders in Community Service or as prefects in the school. 

Through these opportunities, students were asked to show leadership and a willingness to leave their personal comfort 
zones and test personal boundaries and perceived limits. In addition to hard work in the classroom and on the playing 
fields, these experiences have become an important dimension of broadening our students’ perspectives and 
developing character at SC. Witnessing this kind of growth has been immensely satisfying for all of us who work 
directly with boys and girls from all over the world. 

I am very grateful for the honour of being Headmaster at Stanstead College for the past six years. I have appreciated 
the opportunity to work with so many committed trustees, gifted teachers and support staff - and I am deeply 
appreciative of the ongoing support provided by my wife, Hilary, and children, Leah and Matthew. However, I must 
reserve my final thanks to all of the students who have attended the school for challenging us on a daily basis and 
making education the most gratifying profession of all. Best wishes to all my friends and colleagues associated with 
Stanstead College. In whatever you do, continue to dare to excel!

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Filling the gap between student and teacher. They’re a long way from home and loving it. They’re neither students nor teachers and that’s 
just tine with them. They are Stanstead College’s gap students - junior faculty members Charles Masaki, Alistair Cray, and Amii Attard. 
Alistair and Amii are from England, Charles from Kenya. All three have immersed themselves in Stanstead life, assisting faculty members 
in and out of the classroom, helping in extra-curricular activities, and being there for students. In return, they get a once-in-a-lifetime 
experience. “This is such a fantastic place to be,” said Charles. Stanstead College has a long tradition of welcoming gap year students - high 
school graduates who have decided to take a year off before plunging into full-time post-secondary education. Already accepted at the 
University of Manchester, Amii said she wanted a break after all those years of high school. “I think I’ll appreciate my degree lectures more 
if I take a break from formal sessions,” she said. She also decided she wanted to do something meaningful during her gap year, not simply 
tool around Europe or work a part-time job. She applied to Stanstead because she wanted to be both in Quebec (she plans to study French at 
Manchester) and in a boarding school setting. Since her arrival last September, she has been teaching English Second Language and 
assisting with the coaching of the junior girls’ soccer team. Alistair comes to Stanstead through a family friendship with Headmaster 
Christopher Shannon. Planning on studying Geography at the University of Durham, Alistair, like Amii, wanted to do something different in 
his gap year. He has found his skills being put to good use in the computer department. “This is the best time to do something like this 
before you don’t have to worry about grades and career,” he said. Charles hadn’t originally planned on being a junior faculty member. All 
he knew was that he wanted to come to Stanstead. He made this decision after he and fellow delegates from Starehe Boys’ Centre in Nairobi 
befriended Stanstead students and Headmaster Shannon at the 2002 Round Square Conference in Germany. In fact, Mr. Shannon was so 
impressed with Charles (who will be studying medicine on full scholarship at the University of Nairobi upon his return) that he applied to 
the Roaster Foundation for funding to bring him to Stanstead, which the foundation graciously agreed to do. Charles jumped at the chance - 
despite warnings about the cold and photos depicting Stanstead’s snow sculpture contest. “I’ve been freezing for some days,” he said with a 
laugh in mid-October. Charles has been helping in the math and science departments since his arrival. Paid room and board and a small 
stipend for their work, all three also help out in the library, in residence, wherever they are needed. In fact, they feel that this is what they 
contribute most to the school - they fill the gaps. I’m living in Colby residence where the junior girls need a bit more attention,” said Amii. 
“Any time they want, the girls can come to my door, whether they need to borrow something or need help with homework. I can help them 
on a different level than if I was their teacher.” “We’re an extra pair of hands,” added Alistair. “We’re not students, not full members of the 
faculty.” “We fit in both shoes,” said Charles. In return, the three are exposed to Canadian and Quebec culture, not to mention the many 
international cultures of Stanstead College. The experience will also have practical repercussions. “When you apply to university, it’s not 
just academics they look at but that something extra. I think Gap gives you that something extra,” said Amii.
